South 
ruffed, entered dummy with a 
club and tried another dia­ 
mond finesse. When West took 
in the trick, the contract was 
doomed. That South had been 
a victim of hard luck cannot 
be denied.

Medicol Treasure 
From Primitives 


Occasionally one hears a complimentary 
remark about old-fashioned home remedies — 
those concoctions with which grandmother was 
wont to dose members of the family. Maybe it 
was sassafras or catnip tea. sulphur and molasses 
or an asafoetida bag suspended from the neck. 
There must have been something to some 
home remedies, gleaned largely from the flora 
of the region. Scientists continue to go farther 
back to study the herb.s which savages used as 
cures. Many of these primitive remedies had 
only magic or superstitious value. But some 
modern medicines are derived from potions of 
pre-civilization days. 
Incas of Peru used a bark from which 
quinine now is derived. 
Wives of medieval 
times used foxglove which yields digitalis. Chi­ 
nese ma y hua ng is the source of ephedrine for 
sinus cases. Curare, the South American arrow 
poison, relaxes muscles in spasm. 
Convinced that there are still unknown 
treasures of medicine to be found in far places, 
scientific expeditions sporadically comb the 
Jungles of Africa and South America and little 
known areas of Asia to investigate native claims 
of curative powers of herbs. They may find 
aomething big. 
If an herb heals an Indian in the Amazon 
Valley, there is^mo reason why it cannot be 
bottled or capsuled to ea.se the aches of the 
urban white man .so far removed from his ances­ 
tors who knew the values of most roots and 
plants.

The fmal responsibility rested 
in ownership. However, as the corporation developed 
and as management began to assume the responsi­ 
bility of ownership, the naiture of industrial manage­ 
ment changed. 
Owner^ip became diwrsc and diffuse. Paid « n- 
ployes. as,s« med mcrea&ing authority, sometimes in 
disregard of the law. weakening initiative and absorb­ 
ing parts of the profits by excessive wages, expaises, 
and other devices to entrench thmselves ki power.

Often an acqiñ ritkm is really mi exchange of power 
within an enterprise without disclosing the shift of 
control. Sometimes the acqui^ion includes prosperous 
and unprofkaMe enteiprises. the expectation being th^ 
by the acquisition the unprofitabie enterprise will be 
buried. Sometimes, all these combinatians are man­ 
aged for a tax advanta^, the management (k the two 
companies taking advantage of the ownerslnp whidi 
only reads of the astonishing nse of pix^iective amuai 
income. 
The emphasie on management is unsound and gives 
strength to those who should be subordinate employes. 
Ihe emphasis on management has grown beyond 
reason and tolerance. Management only is legally re- 
eponsibto for the affairs of a company to the extent 
that it serves on the Board of Directors which repre­ 
sents ownership. 
The trick devised here is the appointment of an 
Executive Committee which usually consists of senior 
officers of matagement who meet between Dtoectors* 
meetings and act for ttiem. The Executive Committee 
often usurps the authority (rf the Board of Directors 
but none of its responsibilities. Tbeinretically. ttie 
Executive Committee meets because it to smaller and 
more mobile than the Board of Directors and can pul 
over devices wfù ch the Board would resist, but iriiich 
a BoMd can never ratify because steps have been 
taken and c<MnmHments undertaken from which with­ 
draw ^ would be costly and, in fact, inappropriate. 
Thus management uses the Executive Committee to 
turn a Board of Directors into drones or into a crony 
Board.

Honest Convictions' Appear To Be Obsolete 


WASHINGTON - Orators for 
decades 
have 
been 
extolling 
“principles” 
and 
“honest

victions.” but certain news dis­ 
patches out of Washington re­ 
cently give an impression that 
there are no such things now­ 
adays. “Expediency” and what 
are termed “practical considera­ 
tions" seem to be a controlling 
influence in making government­ 
al policy. 
Thus, the United Pres« Inter­ 
national, in a di.spatch a few days 
ago from Washington, said; 
“ An order by President Ken­ 
nedy prckiibiting racial and relig­ 
ious discrimination in federally 
assisted bousing has been .shelved 
for toe time being, it was learned 
yesterday. 
*Tt will not be issued until aft­ 
er toe 1962 Congressional se.s.sion 
and possibly not until after the 
November elections, highly plac­ 
ed administration sources said. 
Chief reason the President 
is 
postponing toe order to that it 
would antagonize Southern Demo­ 
crats m Congress whose votes he 
sorely needs in the coming ses­ 
sion. 
“ Defection of Southern Demo­ 
crats could wipe out the already 
tenuous prospects for pas.sage (rf 
tax revision, medical care and 
tariff-cutting bills. 
One Capitol 
HiH observer explained that with 
many Southern Democrats more 
cwiservative than Mr. Kennedy 
and reluctant about his legisla­ 
tive program, his issuance of an 
anti-discrimination executive ord­ 
er would be ‘just like waving a 
red flag in front of them. The 
White House just isn’t in a posi­ 
tion to altonate anybody.* ’*

MAN ON HORSEBACK ~ The 
resurgence of r i ^ wing activity 
in toe United States has caused 
President Kennedy and others to 
talk about a “man on horse­ 
back,” indicating an efftri to 
move toe country away frcwn de­ 
mocracy and toward dictatorship. 
It's not a new {torase and to 
usually used to connote a military 
figure moving in at the head of a 
reactionary movement. Its orpins 
are interesting, however. 
As far as can be determined, k 
was coined in 1860 by Caleb Cuto- 
ing, attwTiey general in President 
Franklin Pierce’s Cabinet, who 
wrote of the slavery issue that 
such agitation could “resirit in a 
man on horseback with a drawn 
sword in hand, scmie Atlantic 
Caesar, or Cromwell, or Napoi- 
eoo.” 


The phrase came mto popular 
use at that time and was revived 
later in France to characterize a 
mü itMT leader or that country 
who advocated revenge on Ger- 
m aiy. It fitted him most aptly 
because be usually appeared in 
public mounted on a spirited 
horse. 
In the early years of the » kh 
century the phra^ again

into common usage, and for the 
first time in a truly political 
sense, when it was api^ied to op­ 
ponents to Theodore Roosevelt. 
Needless to say, this latter ap­ 
plication did not prove to be an 
accwate descriikion <rf T. R.’s 
pckitics or policies, aid since that 
time it has been used on many 
occasions ki a politically Ipose 
way.

It was a steamy night. 
The 
date was July 21. 1884. The place 
was Dodge City, Kansas. 
The 
time was 10 p. m. Assistant City 
Marshal Thomas Nixon stepped 
out of the Opera House saloon. 
Dave Mather stood five feet away 
whth a .42 colt in his hand. "You 
have lived Iwig enough,” he said 
and fired a shot. 
Nix(Hi screamed; "I’m killed!” 
and 
slumped in the do<K^ay. 
Mather stood over him and fired 
three more shots into the body. 
Six men standing nearby scamp­ 
ered to safety. A cowboy, stand­ 
ing behind Nixon, sustained a 
leg wound frcMU a bullet which 
passed through Nixon’s body. 
The preliminary hearing, as re­ 
ported by the Kansas HistOTical 
Quarterly, 
brought 
out 
these 
facts; 
Dave Mather wae a gun­ 
man who played on both sides of 
the law. 
He had been assistant 
city marshal until the previous 
April. The mayf» - fired him, and 
gave the job to Thomas Nixon. 
One of Nixon’s first acts was to 
close Dave Mather’s salo<Ni over 
the Opera House. 
Dr. C. A. Miltcm was the first 
witness. 
He had examined the 
body. 
It had seven punctures 
front and back and one lead ball 
under the skin of the right arm— 
tour bullets, the doct(H’ would 
guess. 
Fred Boyd was the second wit­ 
ness. "I was at the CH>era House. 
When I first noticed him (Nixon) 
he was standing talking, and I 
heard his name called — ‘ Tchh.’ 
He was standing leaning against 
the (ioor, his left hand (hi his hip. 
Then I heard the report of a 
revolver. Nixon said: ‘Oh. I am 
shot!' or *0h, I am killed!' 
“There w ^ nothing in either 
(k his hands as 1 could see. Nix(» i 
fell immediately and there were 
three nxw^ shots in succession. 
T(Mn Nixon neither drew nor at­ 
tempted to draw a weapiHi. When 
be fell, he w ^ out of my sight.’* 
Next witness, Andrew Faulkner. 
“I was at the Opera House, sit­ 
ting outside the saloon. I did not 
see him until after the first shot 
was fired. I only saw one man 
around 
that 
I 
knew — Dave 
Mather. He was four or five feet 
from Nixon. 
When I first saw 
him he was standing with a re­ 
volver in his hand poiirted down­ 
ward. Then I heard three more 
reports frcwn a rev(rfver. Mather 
after the shooting walked to the 
stairs and w« it upstairs. He had 
a revolver in his right hand .. ” 
Next witness, H. V. Cook: "I 
saw Tom Nixon when the defen­ 
dant shot him. 
Defendant said 


‘Oh, Tom.* 
Nixon was walking 
toward the door of the saloon 
from inside. 
He turned to the 
right as Mather spoke.

known areas of Asia to investigate native claims 
of curative powers of herbs.

If an herb heals an Indian in the Amazon 
Valley, there is no reason why it cannot be 
bottled or capsuled to ease the aches of the 
urban white man so far removed from his ances­ 
tors who knew the values of most roots and 
plants.

The Acquisitions 
American industry was twilit by individuals invest­ 
ing then- savings in enterprises, nurturing them, occa­ 
sion atty combining with other enterprises, expanding 
out of earnings, taking out limited profits and putting 
savings and reserves bock into the business. It was 
a private enterprise, designed to provide a profit but 
conducted prudently to guard against a risk turning 
into a failure. 
This m the capitalist system. It is often called the 
profit and Jots system 
Its ev-errtiai is that the enter­ 
prise is privately-owned and originally wa? owned by 
those who managed it; latterly widely owned tty in­ 
dividuals unrelated to management. 
Its growth de­ 
pended upon the character, sincerity and ability of 
those who owned the enterprise, Owner*ip Mid man­ 
agement were identical. The final responsibility rested 
in ownership. However, as the corporation developed 
and as management began to assume the responsi­ 
bility of ownership, the nature of industrial manage­ 
ment changed. 
Ownership became diverse and diffuse. Paid em­ 
ployes. assumed increasing authority, sometime?* in 
disregard of the law weakening initiative and absorb­ 
ing parts of the profits by excessive wages, expenses, 
and other devices to entrench themselves m power. 


lo recent years, management has often neglect­ 
ed the principal function of the business which Is 
to earn a profit for the owners, by burying earn­ 
ings and ether increments in what are called 
acquisitions which is the increase of an enterprise's 
value by purchasing other enterprises by the ex­ 
change of stock. 
It is often difficult to ascertain 
why Company B, obviously profitable, sells itself 
to another company, sometimes less profitable than 
Company B. 


Often an ac puts it jot is really an exchange of power 
within an enterprise without disclosing the shift of 
control. Sometimes the acquisition includes prosperous 
and unprofitable enterprises, the expectation being that 
by the acquisition die unprrfliable enterprise will be 
buried. Sometimes, all these combinations are man­ 
aged for a tax advantage, the management of the two 
companies taking advantage of the ownership which 
only reads of the astonishing nae of prospective annual 
income. 
The emphasis on management is unsound and gives 
Atren r h to those who should be subordnate employes. 
The emphasis on management has grown beyond 
reason and tolerance Management only is legally re­ 
sponsible for the affairs of a company to the extent 
that it serves on the Board of Directors which repre­ 
sents ownership. 
The trick devised here is the appointment of an 
Executive Committee which usually consists of senior 
officers of management who meet between Directors’ 
meetings and act for them. The Executive Committee 
often usurps the authority of the Board of Directors 
but none of its responsibilities. Theoretically, the 
Executive Committee meets because it is smaller and 
more mobile than the Board ot Directors and can put 
over devices which the Board would resist, but which 
a Board can never ratify because steps have been 
taken and commitments undertaken from which with­ 
drawal would be costly mid, in fact, inappropriate. 
Thus management uses the Executive Committee to 
turn a Board of Directors alto drones or into a crony 
Board 
Thus, the Executive Committee hurls a report on 
the table which should take many hours to study. 
Somebody moves that the report be approved as read; 
the fact however is that the report is approved unread, 
unstudied, unscrutinized. 
The result is hurried and 
unjustified action. 
The cause for much of this is bigness—the lust for 
bigness, the show-offness of bigness. The worthiness of 
an enterprise is to be measured by its profits not by 
its so-called size or growth. Profits prove competent 
management and prudent operations. 


When management absorbs too great a share 
of the earnings in disregard of the interests of 
ownership and the reserves of the enterprise, the 
business is badly managed. Those engaged in acqui­ 
sitions have to be watched closely because this 
word, acquisitions, is a blanket for all sorts of queer 
practices, including the shifting of the control- 
power of an enterprise without regard to the 
protection of ownership. 


In fact, ownership may find itself out of control 
without knowing what has happened for some time. 
The reason for this is that in a company with a large 
and diffuse ownership, management can move swiftly 
to concentrate power through small devices and when 
the Board wakes up to what has been done, it dares 
not disclose the trick lest it embarrass itself by admit­ 
ting inefficiency and neglect. 
All this is to be watched closely if business is not 
to be hamstrung in the United States.

Honest Convictions' Appear To Be Obsolete 


WASHINGTON - Orators for 
decades 
have 
been 
extolling 
“princ.ples” 
and 
“honest 
con­ 
viction*." but certain news dis­ 
patches out of Washington re­ 
cently give an impression that 
there ane no such things now­ 
adays. “Expediency” and what 
are termed “practical considera­ 
tions'’ seem to be a controlling 
influence in making government­ 
al policy. 
Thus, the United Pres* Inter­ 
national. in a dispatch a few days 
ago from Washington, said: 
“An order by President Ken­ 
nedy prohibiting racial and relig­ 
ious discrimination in federally 
assisted housing has been shelved 
for the time being, it was learned 
yesterday. 
“It will not be issued until aft­ 
er the 1962 Congressional session 
and possibly not until after the 
November elections, highly plac­ 
ed admin libation sources said. 
Chief reason 
the President 
is 
postponing the order is that it 
would antagonize Southern Demo­ 
crats in Congress whose votes he 
sorely needs in the coming ses­ 
sion 
“Defection of Southern Demo­ 
crats could wipe out the already 
tenuous prospects for passage of 
tax revision, medical care and 
tariff-cutting bills. 
One Capitol 
Hik observer exolamed that with 
many Southern Democrats more 
conservative than Mr. Kennedy 
and reluctant about his legisla­ 
tive program, his issuance of an 
arti-discnmination executive ord­ 
er would be ‘just like waving a 
red flag in front of them. The 
White House just Isn’t in a posi­ 
tion to alienate anybody.* ” 
This is a tragic emphasis on 
elements that sometimes govern 
decisions on the so-called political 
front.

MAN ON HORSEBACK - The 
resurgence of right wing activity 
in tile United States has caused 
President Kennedy and others to 
talk about a “man on horse­ 
back,” indicating an effort to 
move the country away from de­ 
mocracy and toward dictatorship. 
Ifs not a new phrase and is 
usually used to connote a military 
figure moving in at the head of a 
reactionary movement. Its origins 
are interesting, however. 
As far as can be determined, it 
w as corned in 1960 by Caleb Cush­ 
ing. attorney general in President 
Franklin Pierce s Cabinet, who 
wrote of the slavery issue that 
such agitation could “result in a 
man on horseback with a drawn 
sword rn hand, some Atlantic 
Caesar, or Cromwell, or Napol­ 
eon.’’ 


The phrase came mto popular 
use at that time and was revived 
later m France to ch aracters a 
military leader or that country 
who advocated revenge on Ger­ 
many. It fitted him most aptly 
because he usually appeared in 
public mounted on a spirited 
horse 
In the early years of the 20th 
century the phrase again came 
into common usage, and for the 
first time in a truly political 
sense, when A was applied to op­ 
ponents to Theodore Roosevelt. 
Needless to say, this latter ap­ 
plication did nek prove to he an 
accurate description of T. R.’s 
politics or policies, Mid since that 
time it has been used on many 
occasions in a politically Ipose 
way.

Failure to 
resolve that question was said to 
be a secondary reason *he Presi­ 
dent has postponed issuance of 
the order.” 
One would think these ane ques­ 
tions for the people’s representa­ 
tives in Congress to decide, and 
that law-making is still a func­ 
tion of the Senate and the House. 
But 
nowadays

“executive 
order" seems to be synonymous 
with “decree” or “edict.” Maybe 
it’s because too many Congress­ 
men are also fearful of political 
consequences if they become in­ 
volved in voting on Mich issues, 
and they prefer to have the ad­ 
ministration act on its own.

Boston-Dixicrat Deal

However, most Northern liberals 
would prefer to go along with the 
old warrior from Massachusetts 
because of his liberal voting rec­ 
ord. if it were not for his dealing 
with the Dixiecrats and his clone 
allegiance to the Catholic hier­ 
archy. 
As a result, Congressman Hen­ 
ry Reuss. the Wisconsin liberal,

It was a steamy night. 
Tile 
date was July 21. 1884. The place 
was Dodge City, Kansas. 
The 
time was IO p. rn. Assistant City 
Marshal Thomas Nixon stepped 
out of the Opera House saloon. 
Dave Mather stood five feet away 
with a .42 colt in his hand. “You 
have lived long enough,” he said 
and fired a shot. 
Nixon screamed: “I’m killed!** 
and slumped in the doorway. 
Mather stood over him and fired 
three more shots into the body. 
Six men standing nearby scamp­ 
ered to safety. A cowboy, stand­ 
ing behind Nixon, sustained a 
leg wound from a bullet which 
passed through Nixon’s body. 
The preliminary hearing, as re­ 
ported by the Kansas Historical 
Quarterly, 
brought 
out 
these 
facts 
Dave Mather wa* a gun­ 
man who played on both sides of 
the law. 
He had been assistant 
city marshal until the previous 
April. The mayor fired him, and 
gave the job to Thomas Nixon. 
One of Nixon's first acts was to 
close Dave Mather’s saloon over 
the Opera House. 
Dr. C. A. Milton was the first 
witness. 
He had examined the 
body. 
It had seven punctures 
front and back and one lead ball 
under the skin of the right arm— 
tour bullets, the doctor would 
guess. 
Fred Boyd was the second wit­ 
ness. “I was at the Opera House. 
When I first noticed him (Nixon) 
he was standing talking, and I 
heard his name called — ‘Tom.’ 
He was standing leaning against 
the door, his left hand on his hip. 
Then I heard the report of a 
revolver. Nixon said: 'Oh, I am 
shot!’ or ‘Oh, I am killed” 
There was nothing in either 
of his hands as I could see. Nixon 
fell immediately and there were 
three more shots in succession. 
Tom Nixon neither drew nor at­ 
tempted to draw a weapon 
When 
he fell, he wa* out of my sight." 
Next witness, Andrew Faulkner. 
“ I was at the Opera House, sit­ 
ting outside the saloon 
I did not 
see him until after the first shot 
was fired. 
I only saw one man 
around 
that 
I 
knew — Dave 
Mather. He was four or five feet 
from Nixon. 
When I first saw 
him he was standing with a re­ 
volver in his hand pointed down­ 
ward. Then I heard three more 
reports from a revolver. Mather 
after the shooting walked to the 
stairs and went upstairs. He had 
a revolver in his right hand . .” 
Next witness, H. V. Cook: “I 
saw Tom Nixon when the defen­ 
dant shot him. 
Defendant said 


‘Oh, Tom.* 
Nixon was walking 
toward the door of the saloon 
from inside. 
He turned to the 
right as Mather spoke. As Nixon 
wheeled, Mather shot. 
When he 
fired the last three shots, Nixon 
was lying on the floor. 
Nixon 
was on his left side. 
His feet 
were struggling.” 
Next witness. Archie Franklin: 
“The night Tom Nixon was shot 
I was standing against one of 
them upright piece* that hold 
the portico at the Opera Hou.'C. 
Mather told him before he shot 
that he was going to kill him. 
Nixon did not fall after the hist 
shot. He fell between the second 
aud third shots. The second ball 
hit me. Nixon had no weapon of 
any kind 
He made no effort to 
get his gun that I saw. 
“I kind of think Dave Mather 
said: ’You have lived long enough’ 
but I do not know it well enough 
to swear to it.” 
Next witness, Bat Masterson: 
“ I was among the first to get to 
the body of Nixon after he wjs 
killed. I think I was the first lo 
take hold (rf him. 
He was lying 
on his right side and back, fe rf 
to the northeast, head southwest, 
his left hand down by his let 
leg, right hand up. 
He had h s 
revolver tm him. 
He was lyn’g 
on it. It was partially drawn ort. 
He had no other weapon that I 
saw. 
The revolver was put in 
with the handle reversed.” 
Sheriff P. F. Sughrue was the 
next witness: "I wa* the officer 
that arrested the defendant. 
It 
was a Colt 42 that he shot Nixon 
with. I did not see the pistol at 
the time it was being shot. I did 
not see the shooting.” 
The 
prosecution 
rested 
Th* 
defense offered no testimony. The 
case was bound over for trial. 
Within 30 days, Mather was out 
on $6,000 bail. 
In December, he 
was tru'd for first degree murder 
in the town of Kinsley. 
The trial required two days. 
The same witnesses offered the 
same testimony. The defense of­ 
fered nothing. 
Dave Mather sat 
beside a marshal, whittling the 
arm of his chair with a penknife. 
On the afternoon of Dec. 30, 1884, 
the case went to the jury. 
The 
men deliberated 27 minutes. They 
came in and acquitted Mather. 
The Kinsley Mercury editorial, 
ized: “The verdict was undoubt­ 
edly a proper one as the weight 
of testimony showed that Nixon 
was 
the 
aggressor 
and 
that 
Mather wa* justified in shoot­

Ralph L. Woods relates in hts 
stimulating book, ‘‘Famous Poems and the 
Little Known Stories Behind Them" (pub. 
by Hawthorn), Dr. Samuel Gridley How® 
and his wife, the fortyiah, red-haired Julia 
Ward Howe, made a visit to Washington that 
was to inspire Mrs. Howe to write a stir­ 
ring, enduring song. The physician, a great 
pioneer in education of deaf-mutes and other 
humanitarian works, wan one of the organ­ 
izers of the U. S. Sanitary Commission, a 
forerunner of the Red Cross. He was work­ 
ing to improve care of wounded and sick 
soldiers for which the government’s facilities 
were rudimentary. 
As they were returning from a review of 
troops in one of-the camps ringing Wash­ 
ington In which there were men from the 
Engraving of Mrs* 
Howe in Sixties. 


Howes’ state, Massachusetts, a regiment was 
heard chanting an old hymn to which the 
words of the song known as “John Brown’s 
Body" had been extemporized early in 1861. 
Mrs. Howe tried singing them herself; they 
did not aeem to her appropriate as a march­ 
ing song for soldiers. That evening, at the 
Willard's Hotel in Washington, she and a 
companion heard the song being sung by 
another passing regiment. 
"Why don’t you write more suitable words 
for it?" the companion asked Mra Howe, 
who her friends knew to be a talented singer 
and poet The result was "The Battle Hymn 
of the Republic." 
Another historian, Burke Davis, said most 
of the lines (three verses of which are 
quoted below) came to Mra Howe in the 
night and that she wrote them down next 
morning.
